meet a basic requirement of the 
act—to take an oath that he is 
not a Communist. 
A bitter anti 
Communist, Lewis has blasted that 
provision as “an insult.” 
When Lewis responded to the 
subpoena yesterday, he vigorously 
dented that he had inspired the 
miners to walk out by his letter to 
them March 12. 
The letter said

He borrowed some brick s from 
Tilbu ry Port, some lead from the 
Tower of London, got a little money 
from the sale of some sp oiled gu n­ 
p owder, and had his Greenwich 
Observatory bu ilt for 500 
sterling. 
His astronomers, who had to bu y

•aginary zero meridian of longitu de 
across their hill-top p erch, and 
since that time the world has tak ­ 
en its time from Greenwich. Ship s 
mak e all their p osition calcu lations 
from its zero line. 
Bu t King Charles wasn't far­ 
sighted enou gh. 
Sp rawling Lon- 


tories p lu s natu rally bad weather 
is obscu ring its observations and 
threatening its accu racy. 
So du ring the next five years 
the observatory will be moved, little 
by little, to the 14th centu ry Hu rst - 
monceu x Castle. 55 miles away. The 
acu tal clock s already have been 
moved to Abinger, 18 miles west 
of the meridian line. 
Actu al time at Abinger is one 
minu ta, 32.733 seconds slower than 
Greenwich Mean Time. 
Bu t even 
the clock s in Abinger are wrong— 
thirty-thou sandths of a second — 
p ou nds to allow for the lag of electrical im­ 
p u lses over the land lines which 
tak e the time signal to Ru sby. There 
it is transmitted by radio to all 
p oints of the world. 
Time is check ed from observa­ 
tions of the 1535 stars which the 
International Astronomical Union 
agrees shou ld be u sed to mak e cor­ 
rections. 
The observatory ’s modern clock s 
can be check ed for accu racy to 
the fou rth decimal p oint of a sec­ 
ond.

"The bank s Joined in the constru c­ 
tion boom by Investing in mortgage 
loans," he continu ed. “The money 
shrank as the demand for mort­ 
gage loans increased. That led to 
the denvvnd for higher Interest 
rates. As a resu lt many loans are 
being tu rned down." 


credited bu yer resistance to high 
real estate p rices for any GI loan 
ap p lication slu mp . 
The Bank association sp ok esman 
agreed, saying: 
''Prices in most cases are too 
high and p eop le feel, for examp le, 
if they wait maybe they can bu y 
the same hou se for less." 
Stu rgeon said many veterans still 
need homes and if loan rejections 
Increase, it’s going to be congress’ 
baby again. He said two things can 
be done: <t> Increase the interest 
rate or <2> p rovide a secondary 
mark et for loans by having govern­ 
ment agencies handle them. 
He attribu ted the "camp aign'’ for 
higher interest rates to the "in­ 
evitable economic statu te—su p p ly 
and demand.”
